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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to an ear-hook headphone with a cord take up device, having a 
cancellation means cancelling the prevention of the winding and retraction of the cord 
by ratchet means. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of the 
prevention of the winding and retracting of the cord when the ear-hook arm is away from 
the housing of the headphone.
